all of whom they put to death; and chac his comsade, who 
then lay wounded ocer him, had with the worm fixed ow 
his yamrod, twilicd out the eyes of feveral of the white 
women while alive, 

On coming thia’ the Bue of Leogane, he faw a great 
sumber of dead negiots, and fome few whites, floating 











in the fea, and he was told that a [chooner weekly and 
perhaps oltener, at Pott-Republican took io0 of 150 ne- 
gres on board, carried them out of the port, and on the 
firft or fecood wight fiifled them, by burning biimitone in 
the hold, and thea threw the bodies overboard.
